“The British Treasury is to get all our 
surplus revenue in those years when there is 
any, and we are to have the pleasure of 
meeting any deficit, either by increasing 
taxation or reducing salaries, and, inciden- 
tally, the spending power in the ‘ province. 
That certainly seems to me a one-sided 
arrangement, and places the Six Countiés in 
a worse position than when they were 
directly under the Imperial Parliament. As 
the Northern Parliament’s powers in regard 
to taxation are very strictly limited. it ap- 
pears to me that this is a matter which calls 
for some revision.”’ 

Another business man, who said that ‘he 
was naturally in favour of the greatest pos- 
sible economy in the public services, 
thought that there had been a good deal of 
ill-considered criticism of ‘the Northern Go- 
vernment upon. the question of economy. 
Unless economy was to be introduced in the 
Whole of the services of -Great-Britain and 
Northern freland, he did not. see. why it 
should apply only in» Northern Ireland. as 
this would be contrary to the idea of main- 
taining the services in both areas upon a 
basis of equality ns nearly as possible. A 
reduction of the salaries of teachers and 
police for instance, in Northern Ireland, 
and any interference with basic salaries as 
distinct from the cost of living. bonus 
arrangement of civil servants, should not 
take place in Northern Ireland wnless it also 
operated to the same degree in Great Britain. 
Otherwise the purchasing power of a large 
section of the Northern community would 
be reduced, with consequent loss to the com- 
mercial community. ‘

nesday night, and now lies alongside the 
jetty at Haulbowline completing the dis 
charge of nearly 8,000 tons :of benzine. The 
coasting tanker Rusoilprod has also arrived 
at this port to take in a cargo of oil for 
Preston, Lancashire. The latter vessel is 
owned by the Russian Oil Product Company.

THE LIGHT THAT FAILED. 


A great tragedy happened last week in 
London—and at least one of the daily 
papers has printed a vast deal about it. The 
author, Mr. Douglas Goldring, whose elec- 
tric lights had fused, was unable to buy 
candles to lighten his darkness after eight 
o'clock, by reason of the restrictions of 
D.0.R.A.-—which has raised the whole ques- 
tion of such grievances over again.

A shop may keep open 
on its half-day for the sale of news- 
papers, hut the assistant may not sell 
a sheet of notepaper after the ‘‘ half-day ” 
closing hour of one o’clock. Public-houges on 
one side of Oxford street are obliged to shut 
at 10 o'clock, while those on the other side 
are open until 11. In some tiny shops one 
can buy onions after 8 o'clock, but not a loaf 
of bread. A tobacconist must shut his shop 
at the regulation hour; but he can set up & 
cigarette machine outside it—and restaurants 
can, or do, sel] cigarettes all the time that 
they are open.

“Gwo Irish Ancients : 


Belated Migrants. 


In conversation a few days ago with a 
student of bird life, he remarked that not 
for many years past had our migratory 
birds—especially the swallows and swifts 
—been so much behind their usual time 
in arriving. Ordinarily one may see 
swallows skimming the surface of ponds 
and lakes in this country between 15th 
and 18th April, but only at long intervals 
have I seen a few within the last ten days. 
No doubt, low temperature and east winds 
are responsible for their belated arrival. 

Still later are the swifts in making their 
appearance. When they come it is always 
in great force, and from early morning 
until long after sunset the country air is 
alive with their shrill screams as they 
follow the insect. Unlike the swallows, 
which seem to be becoming less numerous, 
the swifts are increasing. They are the 
most strikingly individualistic species of 
the feathered tribe to be seen in this 
country. They hold themselves aloof from 
man and other animals, and show quite 
an unusual fearlessness in flight. 


‘Che Bell of Killbronach. 


Visiting Rostrevor, writes a correspon- 
dent, I was much. impressed by the tone 
of the bell that peals in the Roman 
Catholic Church there. I inquired about 
its origin, and received the following 
authentic account. 

The village of Killbronach, which sits 
above Rostrevor, was long remarkable íor 
the ringing of a mysterious bell, which in 
memory had never been seen. Story said 
that if it rang in the morning, it rang for 
joy by angels’ hands; before a storm it 
pealed with wild intonation; and under 
the imminence of death its note was a slow 
and muffled tolling. 

A time came when the sound of its ring- 
ing was heard no more. The tradition rc- 
counted by the old people was dismissed 
by scoffing sceptics. In 1885, however, 
under the force of a storm, an aged tree 
in the Killbronach cemetery was shat- 
tered, and the blow that broke it down 
shattered - both the mystery and the 
scofing; for in a recess of the trunk, 
above which two branches forked, work- 
men engaged in clearing away the débris 
discovered an ancient bell, whose clapper 
had broken off under stress of time and 
use, and had fallen to the bottom of the 
recess. This bell had been slung between 
the branches in the. eighth or ninth 
century ; the tree in its growth had grown 
about it, and it had been forgotten. 
Hidden there, it had rung out under the 
invisible fingers of the wind, and given 
rise to lore and legend. Now it resumes 
its earliest functions, provided with a new 
clapper, for the people of Rostrevor. 


Wedding ‘Rings. 


It is the growing custom of fashionable 
brides, I am told, to demand two wedding 
rings—one plain, for general use, and one 
jewelled, for evening and special wear. 
For the bridegroom’s sake I hope that the 
fashion will stop there. Otherwise there 
may be a revival of the old custom which 
decreed that he should present gold rings 
not only to his bride, but to all the 
principal guests. Anthony Wood tells of 
a friend of his who gave away rings to the 
value of £4,000 at his wedding, and George 
IV., on his marriage with Caroline of 
Brunswick, presented costly rings to all 
the members of the family and the 
Se guests, leaving the bill for 

arliament to settle some years later. 
Queen Victoria, on her wedding day, dis- 
tributed some dozens of gold rings with 
her portrait in profile.

Among the more notable meteoric occur- 
rences in May there is one, on the morn- 
ing of the llth, that deserves notice.

“Ghe Pedigree of Cricket. 


It is strange to thing that the question 
when, where and by whom cricket was 
invented has never been satisfactorily 
settled. Indeed, this most national of 
English sports can claim no particular 
parentage; for, although the name did 
not come into general use before the 
seventeenth century, there can be little 
doubt that the game itself, in some crude 
form, was-known to the Normans—if not 
to their Saxon prédecessors. Russel, in 
his “ History of Guildford,”’ stated that 
cricket was played in the middle of the

Ar. George Grossmith. 


I see that Mr. George Grossmith, the 
well-known actor manager, has been ap- 
pointed to the Managing Directorship 2f 
Drury Lane in succession to Sir Alfred 
sutt, M.P., who retired last month.

Cotton Waste.

THE PETROL TAX. 


_ First, lef us remember that our costs are 
inflated with crushing taxation pacessitated 
by national debt ebligations and charges for 
social services uandreamed of a few years 
ago. by a very high local rates atid now there 
is 6d. a gallon tax on petrol, which is one 
of our raw materials, and of which we use 
1,200,000 gallons a year. Our competitors 
abroad have ne such burden to bear. vet we 
are stil, owing to our very competent 
management, able te produce at competitive 
casts. which is something of which we have 
reason to be proud. 

Put it another way. Our 
economies ní Fort Dunlop alone since 1924, 
elaminating material cost, have been so great 
that if the production of 1930 had been at 
the costs of 1924 the cost of converting the 
raw material into manufactured products 
would havo been appreximaiely £1.000.000 
more than it actually was. 

‘As similar reorganisation has been going 
on in all our factories you can imagine what 
our profit position would have been if this 
persistent economy had not been maintained 
everywhere.

These figures, I think, give 
a striking iHustration of the effects of the 
nuprecedented siump that has gtaken place 
during the vear under review, a slump most 
severvly felt in the export field, where we 
are, for better or worse, involved to a far 
greater extent than most competing tyre 
companies. 

In view of the disturbed situation I have 
first dealt with the trading position at some 
IA and will now turn to the balance 
ahee:. 


BALANCE SHEET—DESIT SIDE. 


The Ordinary shar? capital is practically 
unchanged. During the vear the debeniure 
liahtlitvy has been reduced bv £207,510, bv 
reason of the redemption of Debeature® stock 
and debentures. The increase of £289,260 in 
the total amount owing to subsidiary 
companies is due mainly to the fact that 
awing to the falling off in turnover, surplus 
funds have accumulated in the case of twe 
of our large subsidiarv companies, and in 
accordance wiih our policy such surpluses are 
deposited with the main company. 

Carrent fiabilities and previsions have 
decreased by £659,529, which is mainly due 
to the fact that at the 3)st December, 1930. 
there is no provision for a final dividend oa 
the. Ordimary. shares. 

The taxation reserve, vou will see, stands 
at £444,300, which amply covers the com- 
panv's known and contingent taxation 
liability. 

In the directors’ r veu were advised 
that, in view of the unsettled economic condi- 
tion, as a measure of precaution the board 
has allocated from general reserve £1,000,000 
to a special reserve agaigst the company's 
investments in and advances to subsidiary 
companies. You will appreciate that many of 
our subsidiary companies are in foreign 
countries, where eur goodwill position may 
not he se strong as it is at home, where the 
political situations are uncertain, and where 
the purchasing power and credit 
markets have heen seriously affected by 
reason of the fall im commodity prices and 
exchanges. The directors have, therefore. 
considered it wise to create this special 


reserve against the whole of these invest-. 


ments and advances. 

As there appears to have been some mis- 
understanding «pon the point, I wish to 
make it clear that in accordance with our 
past practice in the case of all subsidiary 
companies that have sustained jJosses full 
provision has been made in the parent com- 
pany’s profit and loss account for tts propor- 
tion of such lesses, and they have not, as 
suggested in some quarters, been charged 
against this £1,000,000. 

You will observe that the whole of the 
reserves, plus the carry forward on profit and 
loss account, total te £4,163,492. These 
reserves are a source of strengih to us in 
the dificult times through which we are 
passing. 


CREDIT SIDE. 


The total of the asseta grouped uoder the 
“fixed assets’’ ‘amounts to 
£4.019.132, and represents a decrease as com- 
pared with 1929 of £55.260. The differences 
are accounted fer by additions to plami and 
machinery during the year, less ample prov)- 
sion for depreciation. 

The total of the investments and advances 
amounts to £17,081,602 and shows a decrease 
of £656.934 when compared with 1829. This 
difference is accounted for by the sale of the 
Macintosh Cable Company, less further ad- 
vances to various of our subsidiary companies 
(principally tke Dunlop Plantations, the 
French Company and the Liverpool Rubber 
Co.) and reserves for losses in subsidiaries. 
As vou are aware, during the vear we have 
dispesed of our interest in the Macintosh 
Cable Company at a satisfactory profit. This 
profit has been placed to a special reserve, 
and in the balance sheet is deducted from the 
investments in subsidaary companies. i 

As regards ' current assets,’ you will 
observe that the chief variations as compared 
with 1929 are a ase in stocks of 
€£2°6.205 and an increase in cash and bank 
halanc.s of £118,965. The balance sheet posi- 
tion, I think you will agree, is a very strong 
one. as there is a surplus of current assets 
ever current liabilities of £3,444,986, this 
surplus having incveased during the year by 
£570,415. 

FUTURE PROSPECTS.
